So, none of us saw it. I heard you had Jesse Jackson following him. 

X write to ask a favor with, regard to this. My separate files will bo Binding up 
as part of a college archive. Bo, X would appreciate a sound tape of the interview 
and of Jackson, who luxe been conspicuous by his separation from any help in any aspect 
of investigation or court work. I would appreciate it if your people could make two so 
I can give one to the lawyers without having to dub it on my primitive equipment. They 
should ba prepared for any possible misuse or iisreprosentation in the future, most 
likely as part of a court-room desparation tliat at some near time will bo real if tho 
Supreme c ourt does not grant cert to the State. If Hay ever gets a trial, we will walk.
